London, May 28 —Lord Rosebery intro- 
duced a bill in the Lords authorizing a judge 
who has boon a member of the Supremo 
Court of Canada or of any one of tho Aus- 
tralian colonies, to become a member of the 
judicial oommlttoe of the Privy Counoil. 
Tho salarioB of such judgos, under tho bill, 
are to bo paid by tho colonies. The Times 
aaya tho bill ia Unbended to add anothor link 
in the goldon ohain of tho Empire, 

The Times commenting editorially on the 
above bill says : " Lord Roaobory implies 
that if the colonies want to bo hotter repre- 
sented on the Imperial Court of Appeal, 
they muBt pay for tho representation. If 
the moasure has any practical result, it 
meana that tho Canadian Chiof Justice, 
previously mado a Right Hon., will occa- 
sionally oomc over and sit In a Canadian 
appeal oaao. Tho samo will bo true with 
the Chiof Justice of the colonies in Aus- 
tralia and AfrioH, Thla may bo a practical 
and useful, but it is not a very migniBcant, 
ret >rm." 

Tho government being asked by Colonel 
Charles E. Howard Vinoont, member for 
Central Sheffield in the House of Commons, 
if it was aware that thousands of commercial 
travellers of the United States and from the 
contlnont, as well aa agentB from Amerioan 
and conlinental firms, were now in the 
United Kingdom solioiting orders, and if 
the board of trade would confer with tho 
chancellor of exchequer as to tho desirabil- 
ity of following the foreign praotlco of 
levying licences upon suoh travellers and 
agents, the president of the board of trade, 
Mr. James Bryeo, in reply, Bald tho grant- 
ing a liconoo to travellers and agenta work- 
ing in tho United Kingdom in the interests 
of foreign firms was impraotioable, would 
only lead to reprisals and, ho believed, 
would be very harmful to British Interests. 

The Daily Nows in itB financial artiolo 
says that negotiations aro virtually com- 
pleted for the iaaue here to the Newfound- 
land government of a -t per cont. loan of 
£550,000. 

The new British warship Torrlblo was 
launohed on the Clyde yesterday, Tho Ter- 
rible is a first-clues steel cruiser, copper 
sheathed voseel of 14,200 tons displacement 
and of 25,000 indicated horse power., which 
is estimated to give her a speed of 22 knots. 
She Is 531 feet long and has 71 feet beam. 
The Torriblo will oarry a crew of 000 men 
and will bo armod with two 22 ton and 18 
([uick-firing guns. She is looked upon as be- 
ing the most poworful vessel of her type in 
the world. 

Tho governor of French Guiana oables 
that as a consequence of Brazilian free- 
booters capturing a French settler named 
IVajuno and robbing other Frenchmen on 
the frontier territory between French Guiana 
and Brazil, he sent a dispatch boat with 
marines to rostore order. Cabral, the leader 
of tho froebootors, treacherously fired upon 
M. Tunier, the commander, whllo under a 
fhg of truce. A fiorce conflict ensued and 
in tho two hours of fighting Cabral lost over 
sixty killed, inoluding himself, and tho 
French five killod, Including Tunier, and 
twenty wounded. Tho scene of tho confliot is 
in tho debatable torritory between tho two 
countries. 

The ObBorver, in an editorial on tho re- 
tirement of Admiral Meade, applauds the 
singular moral conrago of President Clove- 
land In risking defoat at tho polls for the 
sako of the friendship of K lgland in dismiss- 
ing Admiral Meade, and suggests that Lord 
Rosebory ask tho government at Washing- 
ton City to reinstate Admiral Meade. Such 
a graceful aot could not fall to still closer 
bind tho two people, the Obsorver says. 

Tho Timos discusses tho currency agita- 
tion in America in an editorial and expresses 
tho belief that opinions are so equally divid- 
ed that it is unlikely that the preeidontial 
election will bo fought on the silvor question. 
" If our surmiso," says tho Times, " proveB 
correct, tho Bound monoy men will be suf- 
fered to remain in possession of tho hold, 
and America will oacipo many of tho evils 
which President Cleveland predicts as a 
constquenco of tbo triumph of the silver- 
ites." The orticlo argues that even if an 
international bimetallic league is formed 
in accordance with Senator Hill's sugges- 
tion, and Great Britain is flooded with 
ailver ot twico itB presont prico, tho Ioaguo 
could not live. For the presont, at all 
events, tho Timos oonoludos that the reasonB 
aro conclusive against America abandoning 
tho gold standard. 

Tho Japanese havo arrived off Tameui on 
tho northwest coast of tho island of For- 
moon and fighting is expocted to occur. 

Germuny haa refused to co-operate with 
Russia in forcing Japan to withdraw hor 
troops from Kcr«an torritory. 

A cablogram has boon rccolvod at tho U. 
S. Btato dopartmont from tho consul at 
Amoy, China, stating that tho soldiore oc- 
cupying Formosa have doolarod for tho re- 
public. 

At a conference of delegates of Armenian 
associations throughout Kuropo, held In 
Paris, it was rosolved that the sohome of re- 
forms in Armenia auggoetod by tho powerB 
lacks tho necessary guarantee, and that no 
furthor promisoB by tho porte should bo ac- 
cepted. 

A dispatch from GlaBgow states that tho 
Vilkyrio III was launohed at tho doad of 
night without any christonlng oeremoDy in 
order to avoid tho crowds who would bo at- 
tracted by a public launching. Aside from 
the designer, Mr. WataoD, tho workmen und 
a few aocldontal spectator, no one witnossod 
tho ovont. No pross ropresontatlvoB woro 
present. 

Alberta, othorwieo Aloxandor Martin, the 
laBt survivor of tho government established 
by the national assombly in 1818, diod ln- 
his Slab yoar to-day near Criol. department 
of Oiae, Franco.

Manitoba's Crop Report to Be Issued In June- 
Sunday Street Oar Controversy—

Winnipeg, May 28. — ReportB are coming 
In to the Manitoba department of agriaul 
ture from 400 odd correspondents distrlbut 
ed throughout tho province, who advise the 
authorities as to tho condition of the grow 
ing crops, stato of the stook, vegetables, 
etc., for the annual report issued under date 
of Juno 1. It is expeoted tho report will be 
completed about June 7, as In previous 
yean. 

Hon. P. LoPoer Trenoh, late British min- 
hter to Japan, who is returning to England 
on a furlough for tho benefit of his health, 
lefb for Montroal to-day. 

The opponents of Sunday street oars aro 
oxpeoted to take action in the legislature 
when permission Is asked by tho city for 
authority to take a plebluoite on the ques- 
tion. Ic Is though the matter haa boon 
shelved for some monthB to como by the ac- 
tion of the olty counoil in this direction at 
their meeting last night. 

Mr. JameB Hartnoy, M.P.P., for Avon- 
dale, has boon appointed right of way agent 
for tho Hudson's Bay railway. John Conk- 
lin ; who was at first appointed to the posi- 
tion, will bo placed in another. 



THE GOLD STANDARD. 



Leading" Bankers and Merchants of 
London Memorialize the Govern- 
ment Against Bimetallism. 



Sir Vernon Hai'court Gives Assurance 
of Adherence to the Existing 
Monetary System. 



London, May 28. — At a meeting of lead- 
ing citizens, bankers and merchants hold ab 
the banking houses of Glynn, Mills Currio & 
Co., Lombard street, in this city to-day, it 
was decided to form a gold standard defenoo 
association, and Mr. Bertram Currie, the 
chairman of the meeting, was elected presi- 
dent of the now association. A council for 
the association, whioh includes Lord Farror, 
of Abingor, and Lord Wolby, waa bIbo 
elected. Tho following address was then 
forwarded to tho Chancellor of tho Exche- 
quer, Sir William Vernon Haroourt: 

" We, merchants and bankers of the oity, 
desire to address you with reference to the 
discussion which has taken place in parlia- 
ment on the question of the ourrency. We 
have observed with regret the growing agi- 
tation In favor of what iB called bimetallism, 
the more so since this theory has obtained 
the support of persons of eminence and 
authority. So long as It was proposed to 
apply the bimetallic prinoiple to foreign 
oountries only we did not feel oonoerned to 
offer an opinion thereon. But we are con- 
strained to state that we view with grave 
apprehension a ohango in the system of cur- 
rency whioh hao prevailed without Inter- 
mission in this country Binoe 1816. The ex- 
perience of nearly eighty years hao 
oonvlnced us that the system iB 
in every respeot sufficient for our 
wants, and under it the commercial 
supremacy of Great Britain and the financial 
ascendancy of London has been established 
and maintained. We believe that any 
sorious attempt to modify it by the adop- 
tion of silver as a standard of value, either 
alone or conourrently with gold, will be fol- 
lowed by consequoncos dangerous to the 
trade and commerce of the country." 

The signatures to the above address con- 
tain the names of all the prominent bankers 
and banking institutions in London. 

In reply the Chancellor of tho Exchequer 
briefly reviewed the history of tho bi-motal- 
lio conforenoe of 1S92, and Bald : " I concur 
entirely in tho opinion that the oxporienco 
ot well-nigh a century has proved that tho 
present ayBtem of currency is Buited to tho 
wonta of this great commercial country, and 
that to depart therofrom would be disastrous 
to tho trade and orodit of tho United King- 
dom A continuity of tho national 
policy is more necessary on tbie 
than on porhaps any other queation. 
You may rely upon it that Her Majesty's 
government will not dopart from tho course 
purruod by all tho governments which have 
preceded them, and -.v 1 1 1 not givo counten- 
ance to any chango in the fundamental prin- 
ciples of our monetary system in any 
discussion in which they may be called to 
tako part, neither will they admib any doubt 
of thoir intention to firmly adhoro to the 
slnglo gold standard which you justly ro- 
gurd as essential to our well being as a com- 
mercial nation."

SIX MONTHS FOR DEBS. 

He Is Disappointed That the Courts Have 
Decided He Must Uo to Jail. 

TkkReHaCTK, Ind.,May 28. — President 
E V. DobB, of the Amerioan Railway Union, 
whose oaso was acted upon yesterday by tho 
supromo court, waB soon at bin home and 
said : " I oxpoctod a favor&blo decision, but 
I am not disappointed. After tho decision 
by that tribunal upon tho Inoomo tax bill I 
am not at all surprised to soa the decision of 
tho lower court affirmed in our oaao. Both 
dociaiona aro absolutely in tho interest of 
tho corporations, syndicates and trusts 
which dominato every dopartmont of the 
government, inoluding the Bupreme court. " 

Washington, May 27. — It is not lmprob- 
ablo, in view of tho decision of tho Supreme 
court, that E V. Dobs and tho ot'nor officera 
of tho A.R.U. now under indiotmont for 
violations of tho anti-trust and tho mail ob- 
struction acts will not bo called upon to 
stand trial. Under tho decision Dobs will 
servo his sontonco cf six months in jail, und 
It is thought tho government will considor 
this a sovere puniahmenb without prose- 
cuting the criminal oases agalnBt him or hia 
associates. 

Chicago, May 28 — Judgo Woods, whoso 
doolsion in tho Debs case was sustained by 
tho auprome court, said : " I cannot under- 
stand why tho criminal proceedings should 
now be abandoned. Of courso, they grow 
out of tho oommission of the samo act, but 
in the ono oaso tho mon wero enjoined from 
doing oortain things and the punishment of 
tho ir^n was for contempt of oourt ; in the 
other ca»<.r they are charged under tho 
criminal law wllh a violation of that law."

Ottawa, Moy 28 — British Columbia 
matters ocoupied a large share of the atten- 
tion of the Senate laBt night. Hon. Mr. 
Molnnes roBe to a question of privilege re- 
specting the statement mado by Mr. Moy- 
ian In the penitentiary roport about his 
(Mr. Molnnoa') nephew. Tho Sonator 
Beveroly oaatigatod Moyian for hia malicious 
and unfounded remarks. Sir Mackonzlo 
Bowoll oxpressed tho regret of the Minister 
of Justice that tho paragraph had appeared.

ThB municipal 
ity of Burnaby, where tho greatest part of 
tho property ia sltuatod, have written 
Mr. Ford Baying that tho proporty was not 
assessed too high, and as ho roproBonted ono- 
third of tho pruporty of the municipality all 
property ownors must bo troatod tho same 
as ho wsb.

At the last monthly colonial mooting six 
new mombers w6ro admittod to membership 
and others will join later on. It was voted 
to postpone road work till tho middle of 
June, and everybody ie hard at work. From 
thirty to forty acres will be plantod with 
seed this Bpring. 

Tho last few days wo have had warm 
woather, and yesterday the thermometer 
roso to 83 deg. Fahr. Regular motoorologl 
cal observations are taken threo timoB every 
day. 

Mr. Leooh, Burveyor, H. B. Christenson 
and Mr. Brynildsun from Grand Forks, N. 
Dak. have returned from an exploring trip 
to the head of navigation and a few miles 
further. They report the valley as narrow 
but thoro la soma good land for many Bot- 
tlers, the acenory being grand. Tho warm 
woather haa molted tho snow in the inland 
and on tho mountains so that all tho streams 
aro full and tho Bella Coola river looks wild.

Dakota, is hero visiting his cousin, Secre- 
tary Christenson. Ho has been travelling 
all over th" valley and, it is said, la going 
to start in business hero, ae he is well satis- 
fied with the proapoota of the coast district. 

Road work la to oommonce about the 
middle of Juno. The colonists living farthest 
up the valley are onxiouB to get tho road 
constructed so that they can moro easily 
roaoh their lands. Tho new members 
of the oolony are also waiting as tbey de- 
sire to go up tho valloy to file on some of 
tho olaims. 

Those settlors who came hero last fall and 
have got their families oat are fooling quite 
jubilant.

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PROTECT THE SALMON. 

JEmleiiToors Being Made to Secure Govern 
merit Protection of tue Alaska 
Fisheries. 

Washington, May 12S. — The- rapid inroad 
which fishing and paoking companies have 
made on tho supply of salmon in the Alaa 
kan rivers litis given great concern to th 
government for soveral years past. All th> 
attempts to'securo effective restraining logis 
lation from congress have proven practically 
without result, but a new phase of the oan 
ning syndicates' operations is now engaging 
tho attoution of the land office, which may 
result in measures that will have the effuoc 
of restricting the enterprises of some of th 
companies engaged in the business. 

It has recently been brought to the atten 
tion of Commissioner Lamoroaux of the 
land office that some of the salmon compan 
ies are acquiring much land at tho moutbB 
of the rivers whore they are engaged, and 
pre-empting strategical points of futuro 
commerce. Consequently tho commissioner 
has dotailed A.' P. Swinoford, an ex-govern 
or of Alaska, who is now an inspector of the 
interior department, to make an investiga 
tion of the matter and koep tho department 
posted, that it may know that all the re 
(juirements of the law aro complied with 
Tho oanncry companies huvo asked that 
surveys bo made by tho government of 
lands on which thoy have settled with 
view of their acquisition. Mr. Swinoford 
will sail from Seattle, for Alaska in a few 
days. 

The present governor of Alaska in his last 
roport to the secretary of tho interior called 
attention to the inroadB being mado on the 
salmon, and the same Bubjaot was troatod in 
a report to thy Fifty third congress by Fish 
Commissioner McDonald. Mr. McDonald 
then recommended that some or all of the 
following measures be adopted for the pro 
tection of tho tiiti : A weekly dose season 
from Saturday evening to Mocdny morning, 
a yearly close season during September and 
October, tbe establishment of salmon reser 
vations, absolute prohibition of salmon fish 
ing within 10O yards of tho mouth of a river, 
absolute prohibition of more than ono seine 
to the same seino borth, and tho loasiog of 
privileges and limitations of tho catch. 

No authority is given to the fish commls 
sioner to enforce any restriction measures, 
this power belonging entirely to tho treasury 
department. There is particularly no luw 
to be enforced, however, for the only legis 
lation ever adopted waB on aot of 1SS9, pro 
hibiting tho creation of dams or obstructions 
to prevent tbe ascent of salmon into their 
spawning grounds, and it is rather difficult 
to carry this into effect, since all inspection 
has to be done by one agent of the treasury 
department. Dr. Hugh Smith, ono of the 
experts of the fish commission, believes that 
the extinction of the Alaska fish is inevitable 
if the present methods continue uncheoked 
Every fish that swims, he says, oan be 
caught at the mouths of the rivers, and us a 
mattor of lac, fow Balmon now reach tho 
old spawning grounds in tho rivers of 
Ahska. 

More than half of the salmon p^ok of tho 
United StateB cornea from Alaska It will 
be shown in a paper to bo prepared for pub- 
lication by Dr. William M. Wilcox, of tho 
fish commission, that tbe capital invested in 
theso fisheries amounts to n ore than 
$3,000,000, and the value of the season's 
catcb, not including the manufactured pro- 
ducts therefrom, comes to about S'2, 000,000. 
Last year there wero twenty-two canneries 
in operation, which packed 646,000 oases (a 
case holding 48 pound packages), and 
twenty-four salting establishments put on 
the market 21,000 barrels of salt salmon. 
The greater part cf the oatoh is made at the 
mouth of the Karluk rivor. Experts of the 
fish commission assort that the kind of 
seines used operate to bar the way so 
effectually, one being placed behind an- 
other, that praotioally all of the fish are 
canght at the mouths of the rivers. Thus 
they are prevented from reaohlng the 
spawning grounds and their production is 
prevented. 

JBEHMNGr SEA PATROL. 

Vessels of the Fleet— Will Seize Every Vessel 
Sealing In the Prohibited Zone. 

Seattle, May 28.— Either at Sitka or in 
that vicinity the revenue cutter Grant ex- 
pects to meet Capt. Hooper, the fleet com- 
mander, who is aboard the RuBh. Within 
the past few days thero has boon a goneral 
hustling aboard tho Grant with a view to 
getting her on tho way to AlaBka as soon as 
possible. This probably means in view of 
the present condition of affairs respecting 
the sealing question that tho commander of 
tho Grant bears important state documents 
to Commandor Hooper. At Whatcom the 
Grant took on coal. 

Tho Albatross is on her way north from 
San Franoisco and tho Wolcott is expected 
on the Sound in a fow doye to undergo ex- 
tensivo overhauling. Tho latter vessel is 
now in charge of M. L Phillips from tho 
Woodbury Btation on tho New England 
ooast. Tho Unltod States Bshrlng sea floot 
consists of tho Rush, IJ-iar, Corwin, Perry, 
Grant, Wolcott and Albatross. All with 
tho exception of tho laBt throo mentioned 
are already in northern wuterB, and from the 
general appearance of things the givernmeLt 
is hastening tho others there as soon as con- 
voniont. 

It Is understood that tho British men-of- 
war Wild Swan and Nympho will leave 
Esquimalt for Behrlng sea in a fow days to 
join tho British fliet, and thin may have 
eomothing to do with tho movements of the 
United States govornmont. Under present 
instructions from Washington the U. S ileob 
will seizo overy vessel soallng in tho prohib- 
ited zone and uIro overy sealor found with 
sealskins aboard thut appear to havo boon 
shot. Tho cutter Grant has fifty men 
aboard, including tho ellicers, and is armed 
with two twenty pound rifle s and two rapid 
firing guns, togothor with tho UBual arBonal 
of small arniB. There ifl not u foreigner 
aboard her. 

Liout, F. Tuttlo, now paBsed for captain, 
has boon orderod to superintend the con- 
struction of tho two new government stoam 
launchoB for tho Grant, now building at 
Port Townsond. Theso launches aro to bo 
oaoh Gf> feet long, with 9-foot beam and 5- 
foofc draft. Tho diameter of tho scrow will 
bo IS inohos. According to tho coutraot tho 
shaft must make 500 rnvolutions a minute 
boforo being placed in tho hull, and after be- 
ing in must repeat the operation. Thoeo 
smuggler chaaors will bo armed with rapid 
firing gunB, and carry a orow of five men. 
According to gonoral calculations tho fp^ed 
will bo fourteon or fiftoon knotB an hour, but 
Bomo think an high as sixteen.

THE BUDOET DEBATE. 

(From tho Mail and Empire.) 
If it has duno uo moro than to indicate 
jaBt whore tho parties Btand on tho ti-.cil 
and financial questions, the budget deb-ito 
his already borne good fruit. When Mr. 
Mackenzie led the Liberals the trade policy 
was for some timo unsettled. A larg« sec 
tion of tho party in Ontario and Qm l>?o — 
Mr. Liurior and Mr. Joly among tho Quebec 
leaders, and Mr. Charlton and Mr. Patorson 
among thoso from Ontarir — demanded pro- 
tection. Sir Richard, the then Finance 
Minister, although eduoited a freo trador, 
wub tnolined to bend to the goneral deBiro for 
a national and a natural policy. Ho indeed 
went so far as to admit in one of his budget 
Bpeeohea that defence to rising industries in 
a new country was not altogether unreason- 
able. More than this, he is alleged to havo 
prepared a protection budget und to have 
changed it to freo trade at a moment's no- 
tice. No doubt, Mr. Maokeiz o refers to 
this interesting inoldent in tho letter which 
he wrote after his dofeat, wherein it is said 
that certain Eastern Liberals, Mr. Jones 
and Mr. Vail in all probability, threatened 
to secede if the tariff should bo raised. Af- 
ter tho Maritime proteat it was deemed im- 
prudent topaltor with'protoctlon. Freo trade 
thereupon became the policy of tho party. 
Owing to the adoption of the freo trade 
doctrine a split occurrod. Messrs. Laurior, 
Pattorson and Charlton, it is truo, becamo 
freo tradors with tho main body of tho Lib- 
erals ; but a large number of excollont busi- 
ness men passed to the Conservative Bide. 

When Mr. Blake took control he adopted 
o half-way schemo. To tho National Policy, 
Mr. Blake offered opposition, on tho ground 
that tho protection it affordod was excessive. 
But he waB a freo trador in theory only, for 
ho assertod that, while free trudo would bo 
advantugoouB in that lc would deatroy 
batch ot industries uneuited to tho country 
and expensive to Ontario, it eeulu not 
very well bo resorted to owing to our rev- 
enue needs. In other words, tho financial 
question forced Mr. Blako to be a moderate 
protectionist against his will. Tho gentle 
men who had been protectionists or 
principle and had followed Mr, 
Maokenzio as a freo trader now bo- 
c*me unwilling moderato protectionists 
under Mr. Blake. The withdraw 
al of Mr. Blake left tho party fnr tho mo- 
ment without a fiscal policy. At this junc- 
ture Sir Richard Cartwright suddenly, ond 
to tho intenso astonishment of his colleagues, 
adopted unreBtrloted reciprocity and pre- 
sented it to the houso and the country as 
the Reform programme. Many of tho t free 
traderB were unable to conscientiously ao 
cept tho unrestricted Bohomo, for it meant 
protection as thoy have it in tho Unitod 
States, with discrimination against Eng- 
ond. But Mr. Laurier, Mr. Charlton and 
Mr. Patterson were not of this number. 
These gentlemen argued as eloquently in fa- 
or of protection under United StateB aus- 
pioes as they had previously argued in be 
half of protection on principle or tree trade 
as they have it in England, a moderato pro- 
tection unwillingly aocepted. The iuiluro 
the unrestricted policy neceesita td a 
ohanged to something that it waB h pad 
would be moro populor. A ohange was con- 
sequently determined upon. But it waB 
brought about gradually and indeed saga- 
ciously. First we wero told that the unre- 
trlcted species had cot been seriously pro- 
posed. All that was ever wanted was a 
' fair measure of reciprocity," a mutual ar- 
rangement on behalf of tho farmers. Then 
it appeared that, owing to tho bungling of 
he administration, the opportunity to so- 
oure this " fair rr.easuro " had been lost, and 
that we could not bopo for such a fair mea- 
sure until the Republicans, who are burning 
with triendshlp for Canada, are again in 
power. Meanwhile it was declared no- 
oessary to Btrike out for ourselves. No 
ffort was made to Indioate tho direction in 
which we were to strike until tho Ottawa 
convention of 1803 was held for the 
purpose of propounding a definite 
project. The resolution of 1893, hew- 
ever, fell far short of a fixod purpose, for 
they wandered far over the entire fiscal field, 
incorporating In the platform reciprocity, 
moderate protection and free trade. It was 
no doubt the lndefinitenoes of the projeot of 
1893 that produced in tho preliminary cam- 
paign of last winter the discordant voices on 
tbe commercial Issue. Had there been an 
election, thon the voters would have gono to 
ho polls with an Indistinct idea of the 
policy the Liberals are to onforce. The 
budget debate has cleared the atmosphere. 
It places the Liberal leadorB firmly and un- 
erringly on one plank, namoly, absolute free 
trade, with neither moderato protection for 
tho present nor a fair measure of reciprocity 
n the future. We know now where we are. 
There is to be no admission for Canadian pro- 
nets into tho United States markot as 
ffored by Sir Richard in Esbox. Thero is 
to bo no improvement in the conditions af- 
fecting manufac'uring, as indicated by Mr. 

urier in Montreal, Brantford and Toronto. 
But there is to be that rovonuo tariff which 
s an essential featuro of freo trado ub prom- 
sed by tho Opposition leader in his Winni- 
peg speech and as practised in England. 

Whilo freo trado has boon espoused as the 
plank for the next campaign, many of the 
rgumonts in its Bupport havo received dur- 
ing tho dobuto a sovero shcok. It has been 
ointod out that values havo fallen tremend- 
usly in Koglund under that policy, whilo 
they have riBen, even in bad times, under 
protection in Canada. It has also been 
OHtablishod that undor the programme up- 
roaohing free trado from 1871 to 1881 our 
opulation increased nine per cent , whilo 
n tho protootion period from 18S1 to 1S91 it 
ncreasod twenty por cent. Further, it has 
proven that tho absence of udequatc 
efonco to industry has caBt out of employ- 
ment millions of English workmen, who, 
nder other conditions, might havo iound 
tho means rf maU 'ng a living. But apart 
from tho oviIh »'nloh, reasoning from ex- 
erionco olsowhn ■■, froo trade would bring 
tho indimtries of Canada, wo havo a 
oanclal difficulty which will intensify 
theso troublcB. Mr. Coutsworth pointod 
ut in his npoeah of Monday that tho froo 
trado party is plodged to incroaso tho subsi- 
dies to the provincis Thut such Is tho case 
hb been denied. But it is absolutely truo. 
The campaign of 1891 was conductod by tho 
pondthrift Liberal Prerniore, under a 
plodo from Mr. Laurior that they would ro- 
ooive through him several millions moro 
from tho foderul cheat than is now paid to 
them. If, as Sir Rfohurd says, wo foel se- 
verely tho indireot taxes of to day, what will 
e our oondltion when, with our Industries 
iralyzed owing to tho withdrawal of their 
efonooB, wo shall be required to contributo 
in diroot taxos still moro co the gonoral fund?

STUPID DEPRECIATION. 

Tho LiberalB take a delight in belittling 
the proBent Government of tho Dominion. 
They compare it to ita prejudice with per 
vioua Conservative Governments, and they 
aro never tired of declaring that the men of 
whioh it is composed aro unworthy of tho 
name of statesmen. Tosuohanextenthaa this 
detraction gone thatevory tu-penny ha-penny 
Grit editor in the country considers himself 
juatifiod in girding at Sir Maokonzie Bowoll 
and the members of his Cabinet. 

Tho fair way to jadge a Government, it 
will be admitted, is by its act;, and that, 
too, ita moat importanb aots. It has so hap 
pened that Sir Mackenzie Bowell's Govern, 
menb has had two very important questions 
to deal with, questions so difficult and so deli 
cato as would put to tho most severe test the 
administrative ability of tho very beat Gov- 
ernment with which thia Dominion has been 
favored. Tho questions we alludo to are tho 
Manitoba school question and that of tbo 
admiaaion of Newfoundland into the Domin- 
ion. Those very important matters were, 
we might with propriety say, thrust upon 
tho present Government. Thoy did not 
come before it aa tho consequences of its 
previous acta. Aa a Government it had, in 
fact, no record previous to tho death of Sir 
John Thompson. No man living can toll, or 
can even form a Bpecious coDjeoture aa to the 
aspect which the Manitoba school quoation 
would have taken if at tho timo it became a 
subject of Dominion concern Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell had been Premier. 

Haa this now Govornmont dealt with the 
Manitoba sohool question as if it wore com 
poaod of novices with a man of ordinary 
capacity at their head, or have they dealt 
wibh it wisely and discreetly, in a way, in 
ahof b, that would havo been creditable to an 
admittedly ablo and patriotio Cabinet? 
There can be no question that ever aince the 
judgment of the Judicial Committee of tho 
Privy Counoil waa proolalmed the Government 
acted in a way that the great majority of 
the people of tho Dominion consider tho 
beat possible under tho circumstances. Tho 
ovidonco of this is that a watchful and a cen- 
sorious Opposition has not been able to find 
fault with tho course it has taken or to 
suggest a bettor one. Anyono who haa 
watohed tho oourBe of tho Opposition on 
tho Manitoba sohool quoation must seo that 
it has been completely disarmed by the 
policy with respect to it that haB boon pur 
sued by the Govornmont. Nothing has 
beon dono hastily or unadvisedly. Tho 
Govornmont has tukon the course pointed 
out) by tho Constitution. It is manifest, 
too, that it has acted with u sincoro desiro 
to preserve poaco and harmony among mon 
of difforent religious creeds in all tho 
provinoos of tho Dominion. So judk-l 
ous have the aots of tho Govern 
monb boon that neithor tho supporters 
of aooular schools nor tho advocates of 
denominational Bchools in Manitoba itsolf 
have objeoted to them soriouBly. Yet the 
Govornmont haa nob trimmed on this vory 
importanb question nor lioaitatod to do what 
ib believed to bo right. It acted with groat 
promptitude In a vory short timo after 
tho text of the judgmont on whioh ita 
action muat bo baBod waa received, it was 
mado tho subjoot of soriouB deliberation end 
tho oourso to be pursuod docidod upon. 
Could, wo ask, tho ablest and the most ox- 
porienoed mon in Canada havo aotod moro 
promptly or moro judioiously, or with a 
groator regard for tho interests of tho coun- 
try, than havo tho members of tho proBent 
Government in this Manitoba school busi- 
ness? Tho absence of anything that dosorvoa 
tho namo of criticism on their action by the 
Opposition is tho boat ovidonoo as to its 
wisdom that could bo adduced. 

Ib may bo said that ib is too soon to pro- 
nounco upon tho oourso pursuod by tho gov- 
ernment lu tho Manitoba sohool quoation ; that 
ib ia nob yob deoided, and that no ono knows 
what the final result will bo. Thia objec- 
tion haa in our opinion vory llbtlo foroo. II 



a government or an individnal does all that 
can be done to produce a desirable result no 
blamo attaches to either if auocoss doea nob 
orown effort. It may bo that circumstances 
over which no government oan have any 
control will prevent Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
and his colleaguea in tho Government attain- 
ing the object for which they aro working. 
Bub 'thia should not deprivo them of the 
credit which ia their due for striving to at- 
tain that end by wise and worthy moana. 
People aro too roady to applaud success no 
matter how it is obtained, but it should be re- 
membered that there aro some failures in- 
finitely moro creditable to those who suffer 
them than are the successes of many who get 
unstinted praise for having achieved thorn. 

But it is not to ba supposed that we be- 
lieve that tho praiseworthy efforts of the 
Government to bring about a fair and a 
aatitfaotory settlement of tbo Manitoba 
sohool quoation will result in failure. On 
tho contrary, we believe that there la good 
prospeot of there being a happy termination 
io the dispute. All that wo contend is that 
the Government have up to this dato acted 
in this busineas in such a way as to deserve 
success, and that they are now ontitlod to 
quito as much oredib as they will bo when 
the question ia happily settled. 

When the Govornmont was approached 
by the Newfoundland delegates on the sub- 
ject of union its mombers woro in a position 
whioh the ablest men in the country muat 
regard as difficult. It haB beon the ambi- 
tion of Canadian governments to round off 
the Dominion by the annexation of New- 
foundland. Tho Government under whioh 
Newfoundland ia brought into the Dominion 
may well feel that it haa done a 
work which posterity will pronounce 
beneficont and groab. The present Govorn- 
mont, ib is only reasonable to suppose, was 
desirous of gaining for Itself the orodib 
whioh both now and in the timo to oomo 
must attach to the Administration that will 
succeed in adding tho Island of Newfound- 
land to tho provlnoes of the Dominion of 
Canada. Here ia a temptation and a 
very strong ono to sacrifice the in- 
tereata of tho peoplo of tho Domin- 
ion to what many in all parts of tho 
Empire regard as a legitimate and a laud- 
able ambition. If Canada in the negotia- 
tions had been represented by ambitious and 
reokless men with whom prudontial con- 
sideration bad but little weight the New- 
foundlanders, after a little seeming ro- 
Inctanoe on the part of the Canadians, 
would have obtained whatevor they 
might choose to ask. The price would bo 
high indeed whioh such mon would 
refuBO, when by refnsing they would 
lose the chance of oarning the honor that 
would without doubt attach to securing 
Newfoundland aa an integral part of the 
Dominion. But the men forming the pro- 
Bent ministry resisted this temptation. They 
met the Newfoundland delegates in a busi- 
ness way and dealt with them on buBinesa 
principles. They kopb their heads through- 
out tho whole of the negotiations. They 
wore liberal but cot extravagant ; they wore 
gonorou s, but they did not forget to bo just 
to the provinces of tho Dominion which they 
represented. So prudently and so ably 
have the ministers conducted themselves in 
the Newfoundland negotiations thab they 
have extorted the praiBO of an opponent who 
is not alwayB disposed to do thorn justico.- 
This is what tho Montreal Witness says 
about the part taken by Canada in the lato 
negotiations : 

Tho Canadian Government has, we think, 
aotod with wisdom in the courao it haa pur- 
sued toward the Newfoundland Govern- 
ment. It has never concoaled its desire to 
add Newfoundland to tho Dominion, has 
made advances to that end whon opportunity 
offored, and though not greatly cnoouraged 
by the results of such ovorturoB, haB re- 
sponded promptly and with every considera- 
tion to tho advances made by Newfoundland 
when driven by extromity. Even undor 
Buch circumstances tho Dominion Govern- 
ment sought no advantage from its position, 
but offored terms even moro gonoroue than 
it would have been juatifiod in offering had 
Newfoundland boon seeking an entry into 
tho Dominion undor oidiuarily favorable 
oircumatancoa. Wo do not Bee how tho Do- 
minion Government could possibly have 
aated with moro consideration, and certainly 
it could not without Injustice to the Do- 
minion have acted with more genorosity. 
Under tho oircumstances auch a oourBe on 
tho part of the Dominion Government was 
graoeful and dignified, and, so far as we 
havo noticod, it haa had tho approval of tho 
Canadian people. 

This would bo high commondatlon coming 
from a friend ; boing pronounced by an 
opponont it must bo considorod aa being in 
deod well deserved. Intelligent mon of both 
parties will, wo boliove, when they rclleot 
upon tho way in whioh tho Government of 
tho Dominion has aotod in those two vory 
important and difficult matters that havo 
been boforo it, come to tho conclusion that 
it is composed of mon who for their ability 
and their patriotism aro woll worthy of 
thoir roBpoob and oBteom. 

A QUEER DOCTRINE. 

Wo had nob time whon commenting on 
" Faots and Figures " of Saturday's Times 
to notice bho following singular conglomera- 
tion of figures and tho eonolusion which our 
amusing contemporary deduces from them. 
It says : " In lb!)(J our imports amounted 
to $121,858,241. In 180-1 they had only 
risen to $123,474,940 ; while our exports, 
whioh in 18«J0 were 508,749,149, had ad- 
vanced to 8117,524,940 In 1894, showing an 
adverso balanco of ovor $20,000,(100." Ac- 
cording to thia tho more tho Dominion has 
to soil tho worso it is for tho Dominion. 
Tho pooplo of Canada aro worse off in tho 
year in whioh thoy soli 117 millions' 
worth of thoir produations than 
in tho yoar in whioh thoy soil 
only 90 millions' worth. Tho balance, our 
funny oonbomporary doolaros, Ib an 
advorBO balanoo." Thia la a now dootrino 
of the balanoo of trade. Old-faahioned 
ooonomiata usod to say whon a oountry im- 
ported more than it exported— whon it 
bought moro than it sold— the balance waa 



an adverse balanco. Bub now tho Times 
broaches a new theory, which is that whon 
a oountry sells moro in one year than ib did 
in another year the balance Ib agalnab the 
year in whiah the greater quantity is sold. 
It appoara incredible to any person of com- 
mon eenao that cuoh a theory oould bo ad- 
vanced by any ono oub of a lunatic asylum, 
but the doubter has only to read tho figures 
of bho Timea that wo h»vo quoted carefully 
to bo oonvincod that tho organ of tho Lib- 
eral party in this city believes and would 
havo him believo that tho people of Canada 
aro worse off in tho yoar In which they sell 
much than in tho year in which they soli 
Httlo— tho difference being " ovor $20 000,- 
000." 



" THE NEW WOMAN." 

Tho Now Woman, aa Bho appeared yoater- 
day in the Colonist and tho day boforo in 
the Times, has proved that aho Is not a per- 
son to bo deprecated or feared or donounced.

The Chinese 
congregation, to show thoir appreciation of 
Mr. Gardner, presented to him on l'riday 
night an address and several piooea of silver 
waro. A number of olorgymon were present 
and several exceedingly cordial addresses 
were made.

Coroner Hasell with a jury composed 
of B. Van Volkenburgh, (foreman) A. Grelg, 
John Partridge, Mr, McCabo, Harry 
Howell and John Horner last ovoning con- 
ducted un inquest into the causo of tho death 
of Charles Nolan, the suilor of tho Dora 
Sieward, whose body was found on tho 
beach above Point Ellico bridgo Sunday 
morning. Conaiderablo ovidence w«b heard, 
all pointing to drowning. Tho docoased 
was laBt aoon alive in tho Germanla 
saloon botweon 8 and o'olook Sat- 
urday ovoning. When found his body 
showed signs of drowning and this 
lod to a question by one of tho jurors as to 
tho necessity of holding an inquost. Both 
tho coronor and Dr. Lang, who nmdo tho 
poBt mortem, explained that such symtons 
wore insufliciont to dotormino tho causo of 
doath, tho coroner adding that It was nocos- 
sary to know If possible the circumstances 
of tho doath aB well. A verdict was re- 
turned that tho docoaeod came to his doath 
from drowning, and o rider was attaohod 
suggesting tho appoiubmont as bood as possi- 
ble of a doputy coroner, Dr. Hasell, who 
has boon absent from tho city for Bomo 
timo, says that tho rider ia in accord with a 
request ho has already made to tho govern- 
ment.

VICTORIA'S STREETS. 

To the Editor :— Allow me a amoll 
apace in your valuable paper for a few re- 
marks concerning the condition of our 
stroeta. About 3 o'olock yoatorday after- 
noon two children were playing on Douglas 
streot, near the corner of Fiegard. Ono of 
thorn, aeoing a cart coming along, ran to got 
out of the way, but fell down. She got up 
and ran again, and fell this time Into a mud- 
holo. Tho oity carpenter waa working about 
a hundred feet from there and noticed tho 
children playing, and then wont on with his 
work ; but whon ho glanced again in the 
course of a few minutes he saw that one of 
tho children was missing. He looked down 
the Btroot and there bow that she had fallen 
into the mud-hole head first and could not 
got out. Ho pulled hor out and cleanod tho 
mud from hor face as best ho could. Tho 
shouts from the child brought a lady to tho 
spot and she took tho child away. 
Now, this ditch has not been 
oleaned out this wintor. Where 
is our street superintendent that he does not 
attend to these dangerous nuisances, or is it 
out of his way to leave his 
buggy to attond to tho wants of 
tho city '.' Why doea he not have 
thia ditch graded down, or a box drain put 
in to prevent such accidents '.' Any porson 
going to a oar might step off tho sidewalk 
Into the ditch, which baa been there for tho 
last two years, and only a Btone's throw 
from tho city hall. A similar drain was dug 
last wintor on View street and thero loft for 
Bomo unfortunate person to fall into. In 
front of the Bank of 15 C last Wednesday 
night a lady and two children wero nearly 
upsot through tho defective Btroet, the 
water tank being throe or four inches on ono 
aide above bhe grado of tho Btroot, and tho 
tank on YoteB Btreob Is the somo. One of 
tho aldermen remarkod, last mooting night, 
that tho approaches to tho bridges at Robs 
Bay aro in u similar condition. It would bo 
worth while for some of our aldermen to 
look aloDg Government streot, on the west 
sido from Yates to Fort streets, and boo if 
thoy think tho Btreot commissioner dooe his 
duty. He is only soon about onco in four- 
teen days in theso parts ; whore does ho 
spond his time '.' One alderman remarked a 
short timo ugo, that tho Btroot superintend- 
ent worked sixteen hours a day. I think it 
must havo beon after dark, for it was cer- 
tainly not around tho public stroots, or thoy 
would not be in such a condition. The man 
has nothing to do, so puts in his timo somo- 
whore on tho outskirts of tho city. 1 think 
tho Boonor thia olfico is dono away with, and 
tho amount of his wages sponb on tho stroots, 
tho hotter it will bo for tho ratepayers, for 
tho city seems to got no roturns for hia ser- 
vices.

Mr. JuBtice Walkem, who 
presided, made a short, business-likoaddresa 
to tho grand jury, pointing out thoir duties 
and explaining tho various Indlctmonts pre- 
sented for thoir consideration. Tho grand 
jury was composed of Albert R. Baker, T. 
G. Challonor, Thos. Elliott, Jaa. B. Griffin, 
J. C. Keith, Goo. A. Kirk, M. Loiaor, F. 
Norris, R. Porter, Geo. S. Ruaaell, J. A. 
Sayward, W. L. Smith, VV. VVilby, Goorge 
W. Wynne, and J. J. Downey, foromon. 

The Crown was reproaonted by Mr. A. G. 
Smith, doputy ottornoy-genoral, and Hon. 
A. N. Richarda, Q C. 

Tho grand jury brought in true bills in 
every oase. Tho Molnnea case and those of 
Jackson and McDonnell wore not submitted 
to the grand jury as true bills had already 
beon found againab thorn at the former 
aasizes. The full list of cases is aa follows 
Roglna v, Mclnnos, compounding a qui tarn 
caBo ; Regina v. Murphy, breaking Into a 
bonded warehouse and broaking into tho 
tramway offico ; Regina v. Cook, keeping a 
gaming house ; Regina v. Matson, arson ; 
Regina v. Mitchell and Taylor, larceny ; 
Regina v. Loe Hong Yung, keeping a gam 
ing Iioubo. Ah White, against whom a 
charge of stabbing has been laid, preferred a 
apeody trial, which was fixed for thia morn 
ing at half-past nine. 

Mclnnea v. Mclnnea was tho first oase 
called, the following jury being empanelled : 
Chas. Mooro, Jas. Johnston, R. Deacon, 
W. A. LawsoD, R. Bell, H. R. Mclntyre, 
C. Lever, F. Jordan, W. Crofb, W. P. Por- 
VIdb, Chaa. MacauUy, H. F. Langton (fore 
man). 

Hen. A. N. Richards, Q C, in opening 
theaaso for the crown explained that magis 
trates under tho act rolatiDg to them wero 
required to make quarterly returns to the 
Provincial Secretary of all convictions made 
by them, sentences given and finoB collect- 
ed, and for ncgleating to fulfil this require- 
ment the magistrate was liable to a fine of 
$200 for oooh such case. Mr. Planta, tho 
Nanaimo police magistrate, had failed to 
mako roturns under the Btatute. In No- 
vembor, l!S93, tho defendants brought suits 
in tho name of Phillip Ross and J. D. Ross 
against Planta for having failed to comply 
with tho aot. A fow days lator defendants 
compounded the cases on Planta paying 
them $300. 

Herbert Stanton, deputy registrar of the 
County court, Nanaimo, gavo evidenco of 
suits entered in tho name of Phillip Ross in 
Novombor 189.'! Plaint and summons 
wero in tho handwriting of T. R. Mclnnea 
and the plaint waa signed by W. W. B. 
Molnnea. Two weeks after tho summons 
wob issued T. R. Mclnnea told witness that 
ho did not want to enter judgment, as tho 
oubo was settled or about to bo settled ; that 
ho wanted tho cosob to remain on the books 
to keep othor people from entering suits. 
In Oatober following T. R. Molnnea with- 
drew tho suit. 

Cross examined by Mr. Gregory, who ap- 
peared for W. W. B. Molnnes, witness de- 
nied that ho had over charged T. R. E. Mo- 
lnnes beforo tho last provincial election 
with intonding to gob witneaa and other 
court olliciula nub of office if the oppoeition 
was olooted. He did, however, say to Mr. 
Mclnnos thob such was tho current report. 

Mr. T. R. E. Mclnnos, who appeared on 
his own bobalf, cloBoly cross examined wit- 
ness without result aa to whother Marshall 
Bray, registrar of tho County court, had 
threatened to put defendant in a hole if ho 
did not hand over somo offidavita to be used 
aa ovidence against Mr. Plants beforo the 
commission in Nanaimo. Five similar suits 
to thoso tukon out in tho namo of Rosa wore 
taken out by Mr. Simpson, of Nanaimo, 
against other J.'s P., and in each of thorn 
judgment was entered. 

J. P. Planta, formorly magistrate at Nan- 
aimo, was next sworn. Ho stated bhab in 
November, 1S9,'S, ho found thab two qui torn 
actiouB hud beon brought against him by tho 
Robbos for not making roturna. Next day 
he wont to defondanta' olfico and gavo them 
a chock (check produced) for £1100. It was 
mado payable to Molnnes, When asked if 
ho gave tho check to sottlo the (|ui tain suite 
tho witncBB, after a long pause in which 
ovory person in court waited In dead silence, 
answered, " I g»vo it in hope thab I 
would novor hear anything moro about 
tho suite. Nothing waB oxproesly 
stated, howovor." Witnoaa was sur- 
prised that tho suits wore brought agoinsb 
him. Further pressed by Mr. Richards 
witness stated that ho had understood the 
defendants to suy thab some of their clionts 
hud boon put to exponso in trying to get a 
polico investigation, and bhab bho amount 
was about $350. No particulars wero given, 
though HoBkinBand MurBhall's names might 
havo beon mentioned aa two of thoao pooplo, 
Ho did not thon know, nor for a long timo 
afterwards, that it waB any offonco to Bottle 
[ul tain action Closely queatlonod by 
Mr. Richarda tho witness Bald Dhab not a 
word had passed aa to tho money boing paid 
in settlemonb of tho qui tarn actlona. Tho 
partioB t jr whom they wero acting wore not 
mentioned by bho defendants. Asked if ib 
was not impliod bhab tho money wob paid 
to settle tho actions, tho witnoss replied bhab 
what had passcdinhisbrain was notovidonae. 
Ho could not give the names of tho persons 
to bo recouped. Certain complaints had 
gone bo tho Attorney-Genoral about tho 
polico foroe, but not against him, giving riso 
bo a scandal, and ho wlehod bo appoaso thoao 
partieB. Of theso thero woro othora besides 
Marshall and Hoskins- Hosklnn waa a 
nightwatohman who wanbod bo got on bhe 
polico forco and hod mado complaintB 
againab Sorgoant GibbB, bub did nob got 
Gibbs off tho forop.

THE FREMONT STATUE DESIGN. 



How Mrs. Clio UlDton lluiiefcer Achieved 
Fame at. it Single Bound — How She Con- 
ceived the Design — She "Never Dreamed" 
of What She Terms Her Luck. 

[Copyright, 1805, by American Press Associa- 
tion.] 

The last topic in the Now York art 
.World is tlio winning of the Fremont 
Btatuo competition by the young Now 
York sculptor, Mrs. Clio Hinton Hune- 
kor. 

Tho sculptor herself takes tbo matter 
more- simply and unconsciously than 
anybody else. ' ' Of course, ' ' Eho remarks, 
"I worked to win, but now that the 
prize- has como I have no particular feel- 
ing of ambitions pride. I am simply 
anxious to get at tho work and will be- 
gin in less than a. mouth. There will bo 

fgood deal of hard physical strain, but 
jr tho rest I am not a particle nervous. 
To do it will be delightful recreation. 
Yes, that is true," said tho artist mod- 
estly. "I am nervous about everything 
else in tho world except modeling, but 
about that I seem to have no conscious- 
ness of timidity. " 

Tho nature of the work for which Mrs. 
Huneker is to rocoivo $10,000 is an im- 
posing statue showing a bronze figure of 
General Fremont, 8 feet in height, 
mounted on a pedestal of rough rock, 1-1 
feet in height, with a bronze panel 12 
feet in length at (he base. Upon this 
base panel the Fremont exploring party, 
headed by tho general himself, is figured 
in bas-relief, depicting the lirst expedi- 
tion across tho continent in 18-12 by the 
historic Pathfinder, when lie carved on 
the sito of the Wyoming peak which 
Since bears his name tho cross which re- 
appears on the rough rook pedestal of 
Mrs. Himeker's design. 

This design went into tho committee 
last December in company with a largo 
number from some of the best known 
sculptors in America and was unani- 
mously decided upon at tho close of tho 
contest a couplo of weeks ago as tho 

Sost vigorous and comprehensive among 
1 submitted. Tho statue will bo finish- 
ed in tho early autumn and erected on a 
plateau 500 feet above Tappan Zee, on 
tho Hudson, where it will tower into 
easy view for many a mile round and 
will look down at tho home in Rhine- 
beck whero Mrs. Huneker was born and 
whoro members of her gifted family still 
reside. 

The sculptor herself lias her homo and 
pretty studio at Carnegie hall. Her talent 
comes by right of heredity, her mother 
being a sculptor of rare talent, and a 
brother and cousins, with othor blood 
relatives, having inherited tho art talent 
similarly and distinguished themselves 
already in tho art world. Before becom- 
ing a pupil of St. Gaudens, Mrs. Huneker 
studied modeling with her mother sole- 
ly. Sho began dabbling in clay at a baby 
ago, and although sho drew frcoly and 
cleverly in her doll stage sho preferred 
rounding models of playthings to any 
flat surface effect. Sho was ablo to ploaso 
herself remarkably well in dolls and 
fashioned little clay ladies in great va- 
riety. As sho grew older sho was not 
exactly what might be called a tractable 
pupiL Sho would work hard, but it 
should bo in her own way, carrying out 
her own ideas in modeling rather than 
any regularly prescribed rule. But by the 
time sho readied St. Gaudens her arbi- 
trary and enthusiastic methods with her 
deft fingers had not lauded her <m any 
false ground. She had already produced 
works showing genius and was old 
enough to adapt herself steadily to tho 
work mapped out by tho master. Under 
his tuition Aio produced the "Gondo- 
lier," a work easily placing her at the 
head of St. Gaudens' class. 

How sho conceived tho Fremont idea 
whicli causes the big stir is interesting. 
She is at present busy on a bust of 
Emma Eames, and just at the juncture 
when competition for the $10,000 work 
was called for she was in correspondence 
with the prima donna. One day, with a 
letter from Eames in her hand, she met 
an old friond of her family, who held 
in his hand a letter from tho widow of 
General Fremont. They accidentally 
compared the interest of the two rather 
prominent individuals, and thou for the

first time Mrs. Huneker hoard the story 
of the proposed monument. Sho did not 
confide he* idea to any one or seek any 
assistance. "I conceived the design as it 
stands, " she said, "within ten minutes 
sifter I reached home. Tho idea camo to 
mo complete. No ; in this ctifio I did not 
think over it all night and plan all day. 
As it first struck mo I never altered it, 
and it camo to me just as quickly as I 
uay. Then what did I do? I sent a copy 
of tho design to Washington and had it 
copyrighted, but I still said nothing to 
anybody until this was accomplished and 
I had forwarded the design in competi- 
tion to tho committee. Then I told my 
family that I had done it, but I never 
dreamed I should have tho luck I have 
had. In the meantime, however, I made 
a miniature model of tho design, \% 
feet high. I had formed an attachment 
for it, "although I novor really looked 



forward for an instant to mounting a 
scaffolding hero in this studio whero I 
fashioned the tiny copy and molding the 
genuine statue itself. But I do look for- 
ward to it with genuine delight. Trou- 
ble'/ Nervousness; No. I can't tell you 
why, but as I said before I am always 
like that about modeling. It seems dar- 
ing, but modeling is tho one tiling 
makes me dare. ' ' 

What tho author of this brilliant 
work looks like herself is as interesting 
as her art. Inasmuch as sho loves art 
she looks herself artistic. Sho is a tall, 
sleudor, girlish woman, with a charm- 
ing head, beautifully poised and ideal 
in its contour from tho eyes upward. 
Sho is 24 years of ago, but of a lissom, 
youthful type, which may long appeiu- 
eveu younger. Sho lias a dolicatoly cleft 
chin, a wide, firm mouth, intelligent 
and winning, but which gives away the 
secret of her practical purposo and suc-

cess. Tho rest of the face, with its deli- 
cate Dresden coloring, is purely ideal. 
Tho eyes are violet, large and dewy — 
very remarkable eyes, expressing an en- 
tirely poetic intelligence — and the low, 
delicate brow corresponds with them 
exactly. There is a delicate freshness 
about tho face and a refinement and in- 
tellect with its bloom and dew that are 
very fascinating. But it is hard to real- 
ize on first glancing at this flowerliku 
personality that efforts of such virility 
could bo conceived and mastered by her 
type. 

Mrs. Huneker has charming manners, 
grace and dignity. Sho talks well on all 
sorts of topics outside her art, to which 
sho is not wedded in conversation, and 
is extremely musical. 

Apropos of this latter she is tho wife of 
James G. Huneker, the ablo Now York 
critic and musician, one of tho editors of 
the New York Musical Courier and au- 
thor of so many able dramatic feuille- 
tons. 

Thero is a baby son also iu this inter- 
esting menage, and if he does not cause 
poor musicians to weep some day, or bad 
sculptors to hide their heads in confu- 
sion, or bad writers to lay down their 
pons in disgust, why he will have reced- 
ed sadly from tho unique combined 
status of his gifted father and mother.

Women at the Atlanta Exposition. 

All the world loves pluck. It is a great 
quality in a man, and it is greater still 
in a woman. When it was determined 
to havo an international exposition at 
Atlanta in 1895, thero was neither pro- 
vision nor mention of a woman's de- 
partment. The public spirited women of 
Georgia had seen and enjoyed that fea- 
ture of tho World's fair in Chicago and 
were eager to follow tho example. Tho 
authorities listened to their prayer and 
answered that there wero no funds left 
which could bo applied to the purpose, 
and that it would bo necessary to have 
at least $5,000 wherewith to make a 
start. The womeu wero not daunted by 
tho reply, They organized themselves 
I into a compact committee and started to 
accumulate a fund. The first thousand 
| was passed, then five, ten and fifteen 
' thousand. Tho exposition people caught 
; the contagion and transferred them 
$10,000, so that on .Ian. 1, 1895, they 
I found themselves the proud owners of 
I $25,000. They propose to make their de- 
partment a memorable success. A brief 
review of the work done will show the 
ambitions plans of tho managers. 

At Atlanta are the standing and spe- 
cial committees. Among these are tho 
executive committee, presided over by 
Mrs. W. EL Foltou. The visiting board 
is headed by .Mrs. Urover Cleveland and 
! includes such distinguished members as 
Mrs. Potter Palmer, Lady Aberdeen, 
Miss Frances Wilh.nl. Mrs. Roger A. 
Pryor and Sirs. Fitzhngh Lee. The 
chairman of the committee on decorative 
and applied arts is Mrs. E. L. Tyler. 
Maude Andrews, tho poet and delight- 
ful essayist, who in private life is Mrs. 
Ohl, is the chief of the press bureau. 
The fine arts are looked after by Mrs. 
W. M. Dickson and a number of able 
lieutenants. Hospitals and charities, 
of double interest nowadays since wom- 
en have taken as active an interest in 
such matters, are presided over by Mrs. 
Nellie Peters Black. A children's de- 
partment will be conducted by an able 
committee under tho supervision of Mrs. 
Joseph Hirsch. A colonial committee, 
under Mrs. W. L. Peel, will reproduce 
American life in the lost century.

PhoBphorencent Light. 

Somo oxporimouts havo been mado in 
Franco to dutormiuo tho spocifio action 
of a considerable lowering of tompora- 
turo upon tho brilliauoy of oortain 
bodios which shino iu tho dark after 
having been exposed to sunlight Tubes 
of glass filled with the powdored sul- 
phides of calcium, barium, stroutium, 
etc., all substances possessing tho prop- 
erty of phosphorosconco in a high degree, 
\voro exposed to tho solar rays and af tor- 
ward proved to bo luminous in the dark, 
this being douo in such a way as to fix 
upon tho memory tho moan valuo of tho 
progressive diminution of tho omitted 
light, and tho time also was noted dur- 
ing which tho light was strong, less 
strong and weak rospectivoly. The tubes 
woro next placed in bright sunlight for 
ono minute and then suddenly intro- 
duced into a double walled glass cylin- 
der, tho interspaco of which was filled 
with nitrous oxide at 1-10 dogreoa O. In 
about five or six minutes the tempera- 
ture of tho tubes was some 100 degrees. 
They wero then withdrawn, and when 
observed in a perfectly dark chamber no 
luminosity whatever was perceptible. 
As tho tubos recovered their normal tom- 
poraturo, however, tho phosphoresconco 
returned without tho exciting agoncy 
of tho sun's rays or of diffused light. 
Theso results woro proved to bo gonoral 
for all phosphorescent substances oni- 
ployod. Tho experiments showed, too, 
that tho production of the phosphoros- 
cont light requires a certain movemont 
of tho constituent molecules of bodies. 



Bearing in mind that, as far as gen- 
eral configuration goes, the ground plans 
of the present continent have been about 
tho Bamo, only an occasional bit of land 
having been topped oil, as in England, 
tho question arises, Is man nn animal 
of the old world or of tho now? If wo 
descend from some anthropoidal ape, 
thon that Asiatic or African monkey 
must have had a fair hand, and, above 
all olso, a working thumb. Baboons run 
on all fours, lmt the gibbons, who aro 
arboreal and live on fruits, havo nicely 
developed thumbs and can pick a nut 
and shell it neatly. An American mon- 
key has not theso exact capabilities. Ho 
doos not depend on his hands to oling 
to a branch. Ho uses a fifth limb, which 
is his prehensile tail. The truo gibbon 
is not, howover, utterly a nut or fruit 
eater. If confined to that diet alone, a 
strictly vegetarian ono, ho pines. Ho 
likes oggs and devours small inseots. 
Vary his diet in a menagerie, making 
him slightly omnivorous, and his con- 
dition improves. If not, thou, for those 
arboreal ancestors, who had bauds, wo 
might never have boon. Wo may thon 
trace our origin from tho old rathor than 
from tho now ono, but wo roally know 
but little about tho particulars. — Now 
York Times.

And pussy got 
worshiped. Well, the hot blood of some- 
thing very near akin to reverence (or 
Worship) Hashed through my veins the 
other day when I heard a tale about 
cats. A tale tip to date. Yes, I have seen 
tho prettiest tail of a cat and heard tho 
noblest tale of a cat that is on record. 
Thus : 

I was walking up brilliant Broadway, 
New York city, feeling very nn brilliant, 
■when my eye fell upon a picture store. 
Art always draws my heart out. But 
this time art drew my heart in — inside 
tho store. Loitering around and around 
tho rooms, I chanced upon a picture. It 
was a canvas of a "Holy Family"— I 
mean a "Happy Family. " That was a 
slip of the pen. But it was "holy," be- 
cause it was so happy. It was a canvas, 
large and matchlessly painted, of the 
dearest mother and her six kittens, a 
canvas of seven, which is the number of 
perfection. Cuddled on asoft little green 
sofa, warm and close and loving, wore 
tho beautiful white mother and her 
babies. They had inherited her beauty, 
her dignity, her charm. They belonged 
to that wonderful family that signs it- 
self with the first letter of the alphabet 
— A — the Angoras. They had been se- 
lected as theme tor t he 1 irush of the great 
animal painter, Karl Kahlor, the Aus- 
tralian. Ho had entitled this picture 
"The Aristocratic Family," and indeed 
in every line and contour of that pussy 
mother was noble lineage handed down 
to her delightful babies. 

As I stood enjoying and again enjoy- 
ing the delicious canvas the story of the 
artist was told me, the story "For Hon- 
or 's Sake : ' ' 

You may remember a picture that 
hung on the walls of the Art palace at 
tho Columbian exhibition, Chicago. Tho 
picture was in the room leading from 
the rotunda. The room was in half 
lights. The room was crowded with 
noble works of art. But one arrested tho 
attention and held it. It was a picture 
of tho interior of an artist's studio. 
Matchlessly painted this as to technique. 
Bat the charm was tho spirit of that 
breathless thing called creativo genius 
that filled, pervaded, thrilled through 
every detail of tho workshop where tho 
idea of t Ik; master became an ideal for 
men and women on the lower rounds of 
tho ladder of life. It was the interior of 
.Karl Kahler's own studio in Melbourne. 
,J * But across the picture was a mon- 
strous gash, a cut right through tho 
canvas as if struck in somo sudden 
frenzy of unsatisfied fire when the vision 
looms before the eye, and it still eludes 
the shifting of the letters of an alpha- 
bet , or the iris pavement of colors — the 
artist's palette, I have learned the his- 
tory of that strange gash. 

Karl Kahlor painted the interior of 
his studio within sound of the sweep of 
tho Pacific, where the murmur of palm 
trees and the strange hilling of the 
southern seas float in at the casement 
window, warm, lustrous, divine; where 
spring is the climate perpetual of soul 
md si il. The picture was painted for a 
lady in one of ourwosteni cities. lie re- 
ceived for it SiKI.OOO. He pledged his 
word of honor as a gentleman that he 
svould never repeat that canvas, lint the 
art fever burned again. And he seized 
his brushes, and the great interior stood 
there. Sent to Chicago, an offer comes 
f„ r jt — $12,000! The promise to a lady 
rashes back to the artist's remembrance. 
In one hand lie holds $12,000, in the 
Other his plighted word. Which? 

Which? 

Does the balance tremble? Which 
side? 

Twelve thousand drops of noblest, 
blood coarse through the veins of this 
gentleman. One sparkle from the crown 
of honor outbalances till the bullion in 
tho banks of a hemisphere. Tho scales 
tremble. Which side? Karl K ah ler took 
his good knife and struck one mighty 
pish through and through the $12,000 
[licpire. "That I may never lie tempted 
again to see it , " said the gentleman and 
genius. 

I put tho former first. It is first. 
Ethics before aesthetics, "For honor's 
sake. ' ' Lucy Cleveland.

Tho 
Toronto Bureau, roportlng on pavements, 
aayB : A brick pavement mado of good ma- 
terial, proporly laid, is almost everything 
that a pavomeut should bo. It ia smooth, 
ranking iu this rospoot next to aBphalt, and 
consequently offers a minimum amount) of 
rosiBtanco to tho paaaago of trallic, and in- 
flicts a minimum of wear and toar upon 
horaos and vehioles. It liaB the advanta^o 
over asphalt that), while lb is smooth, 
tho small spaces botween tho brick i 
afford a foothold for borBos und provont 
their slipping. So far aa sanitation is con- 
cerned, ib loavoB littlo to bo dosirod. lb can 
bo swept, cleanaed and wiiBhed with oaao, 
ranking in thin rospoot next to asphalt, and 
far auporior to wood. It haa nono of the 
abBorptivo ijuulltios of wood, boing nearly 
as impervious aa asphalt or granite, and 
consequently oaoapoB tho odium whioh at- 
bifchoa to wood pavoments of harboring filth 
and dcoaying organio mattor. No pave- 
ment is noiaoless, hub in this particular 
brlak oomes nexb to aephalb and oxcoIb 
granlto, boing quite dovoid of tho 
" bumpinoce " which characterizes tho 
latter. It 1b easily laid, und to be 
eaBily taken up whon underground re- 
pairs are to bo mado, boing almost as oon- 
vonionb to handle aa woodon blocks and 
quito aa muoh ao as granito. Tho quostion 
of durability of briok pavements ia ono that 



has beon much dieciiBsod, and, so far, tho 
opinion is thut, in durability, brick la not 
excelled by any other material. A good 
foundation ia as eaaontial with vitrified 
brick as with any other paving matorial. 
Should tho proper aort of clay bo found near 
Victoria, that ia, a tough, plastic, smooth 
clay, with a tine grain, that will burn hard 
without warping, twisting or molting eaBily 
under a strong hoab, the dooieion of the city 
council should bo in favor of brick pavo- 
monb, Tho cnab should not bo any greater 
than wooden blocka.

SECRETARY GRESHAM. 

Death of One of the Moat Promlnont Members 
of President Cleveland's Cabinet. 

Washington City, May 28 — Secrotary 
of Stato Grtsham died at 1:15 o'olook thia 
morning at tho Arlington Houbo. Although 
hope of recovery was practically abandoned 
at 6 o'olock last evoning powerful heart 
stimulants wore injooted periodically and 
an infuBion of normal ealino Bolution waa 
made through an open vein in tho arm. He 
rocovored alightly, but owing to aevoro 
rlgora ahortly before 11 o'clock, ho began to 
fail rapidly, and his vitality began to obb. 
The three physioiana aaw that tho ond was 
near and at 12 o'olock withdrew to tho ante 
rojm, loaving in tho aick room only the 
members of his family and the nuracs. Up 
to that time he had been conscious and talk 
od at intervala. Hia words were full of 
bravery. Ho fully appreciated hia oondi 
tion and spoko words of comfort and conso- 
lation to hia sorrowing wifo and family. 

Mr. GreBham'B illneBS began May 1, when 
he was attacked with acute pleurisy. Tho 
physicians diagnosed his caso as gallstone in 
the bladder at first, his pleurisy symptoms 
being overlooked for almost thirty six houra. 
Dr. Johnaon, tho attending physician, at 
tho end diacovored that tho aocretary waa 
suffering from an acute c^aoof pleurisy. In 
the meantime tho gallstone had passed. 
The Boorotary'a right lung waa atlcctod, tho 
cavity already being filled with plourltio 
Quid. His reepiration rose to 4,'i Tho 
physioiana decided not to tap the cavity, 
but to rely upon absorption. Gradually 
Secretary Grcaham grew better. Tho respir 
ution was roduced to almost normal. On 
Saturday, when Dr. Johnaon thought all 
danger past, tho loft lung suddenly became 
affected and filled rapidly, Siuco thon 
oither Dr. Johnson or the consulting phyai 
ciana havo been at hia bedaido constantly, 
as have Mrs. Gresham and tho secretary's 
son-in-law, Mr. Andrews. 

Walter Quinton Grcaham waa born Maroh 
17, 1832, near Laneavillo, Ilarriaon county, 
lnd. Hia father, William Greaham, waa 
sheriff of the backwoods county, and died 
tho doath of a bravo ofi'icor when arresting 
an outlaw named Sipee. Tho sheriff was 
unarmed and Sipoa shot him dead. Judge 
Gresham wae then two yeara old, noxt to 
tho youngeat of five email children. Hi 
education waa gained by tho hardest kind 
of work and Bolf -denial, Walter wont to 
tho distriot school, and when ho was sixteen 
yearB old an opportunity camo to attend 
Corydon seminary. He got a clerkship in 
tho county auditor's office, and thia paid his 
board and school expenses. He spent two 
years at Corydon, then a yoar at Blooming 
ton university, and on hia return to Cory 
don ho got a place in the county clerk's 
office. Here ho studied law. Ho was ad 
mitted to the bar when twenty-two years 
old, and began to practise in which ho 
achieved considerable reputation. Ho was 
a Whig in politics, and joined tho Republi 
can party aa soon aa it waB organized. 

Although ciptuiu of a military company, 
he enlisted aa a private in an Indiana reg 
iment, but waa eoon aftorward oleoted lieu 
tenant-colonel. In aotive service he was 
shot, and Buffered all his life from tho 
wound cauaed by a Bhattertd knee. Mus- 
tered out as major-general, he resumed 
practice in hia native Btate, and was appoint, 
ed United States judge by President Grant, 
who had formed a high opinion of hia abil- 
ity and integrity while in the army. Preai- 
dont Arthur appointed him postmaster-gen- 
eral on tho death of Howe, and when Secro- 
tary of the Troasury Folger diod he had the 
very unueual honor of being promoted to 
that office. Toward the oloeo of Arthur'e 
term ho further honored Gresham by ap- 
pointing him circuit judge, where ho re- 
mained until President Cleveland summoned 
him again to tho oabinet. Aa a Boldior he 
won renown, aa a judge hie record is that in 
twelve yoara not one of hie deciaiona waa ro- 
veraed, and bb postmaeter-general he crushed 
the nefarious Louisiana lottery by force of 
hiB indomitable will and moral courage. 

Tho Preeidont to-day lsBued a proclama- 
tion ordering as a suitable expression of tho 
national bereavement that the diplomatic 
representatives of tho United StateB in all 
foreign countries display flags over thoir 
embassies and legations at half mast for ten 
days, and that for a liko period the flag of 
tho United States bo displayed at half mast 
at all the forte and military poats, and at all 
the naval atutions and on all tho vobboIb of 
tho United Statee, and it ia further ordered 
th.it on tho day of tho funoral tho executive 
department at Waahington bo closed, and 
that on all public buildings throughout tho 
United StateB tho national flag bo displayed 
at half mast.

A Really hive Indian Cuatom— An Unusual 
Spectacle on tho Reservation— Distri- 
bution of Gifts. 

Georgo Chootlam, head of the Songhoe 
council, yesterday began tbo big potlaoh to 
which iio had invited his friends, and to 
which tho Indians have boon looking for- 
ward for somo time. Early yostorday fore- 
noon a largo numbor of white people gath 
orod on tho reserve to boo what a real Indian 
potlach was like, and although they may 
not have been muoh wiser whon they camo 
away, they woro troatod to a atrango and 
unusual spectacle, which was woll worth all 
tho time spent in waiting to see it. 

A spoco had boon roped off back of one of 
tho largo houaos, and in thia waB placed tho 
war canoo which ia to ba givon away, A 
line of klootchmon extended around tho 
odgo having boards in front of thorn on 
which they boat time with small sticks, 
chantiDg at tho aamo timo. Tho dancers, 
ten in numbor, wero arrayed 
In most fantastic costumes and 
lookod like strange animals from somo other 
world. Thoy had a sort of feather dross 
and thoir hoadB woro surmounted by strange 
marks made to resemble different animals. 
Tho dance was weird and grotoequo, con- 
sfsting of a serieB of hope and jumps, accom- 
panied by low guttural aoundB from tho 
dancera and " music " from tho klootehmen. 

After tho danco Georgo mounted a plat- 
form and proceeded to throw down a largo 
numbor of blankots that wore eagerly 
" scramblod " for by tho waiting Indiana. 
During tho day a numbor of presents woro 
givon tp tho invited guesta, and late in tho 
aftornoon another distribution of calico, 
trinkota, oto., wa8 mado to tho klootchmon. 
The ooremony will oontinuo for tome little 
time yet.
